and later beoamo governor of Ohio. He 
will no doubt do his "level best" to get 
into congress again, but the district is 
probably so strongly democratic that 
his "running" qaalitiea wfll be of no 
avail He has a national rapntatton and 
if, per chance, he should succeed In his 
present congressional race, he would 
loom np as a prominent candidate for 
tlio presidency in" 1892. 


DO HOT BE UKCE1TBD. 


Tho democratic laboring men are 


eatiefied with the platform adopted by 
the democracy at their state convention 
held at Indianapolis and are also satis- 
lied with tho nominations made for both 
tho state and county offioee, both fcokete 
being exceptionally strong in their per- 
eoneL They are therefore opposed to 
tho so called Farmer-Labor ticket, and 
will not be deceived by the attempt the 
republicans aro now making to induce 
thorn to enter into the combination 
scheme, irhereby it is designed to dr»w 
votes from the democratio party and de- 
feat the legislative candidates and the 
Btate ticket and Uios give rapport to ttw 
tariff and other measure* whioh have al- 
moet gronnd out the life of the laboring 
men and the poor, and built np grasping 
monopolies. THE Siurrnm. has several 
times spoken of this subject. 


In tho lato conferences in relation to a 


third ticket, many labor oigani&atioiu of 
tlio city have designedly taken no part 
whatever. Bomoof them, -as for example 
tho Typographical union, after becoming 
aware of the attempt toeeb»pth«organ- 
izfttions for party pnrposM, withdrew 
their delegates from the eonferonce and 
declined to havo anything to do with it 
In the oonfercuoev, there were persons 
acting as tho representatives of some of 
tho labor organisations, but it is true 
that a largo majority of the member* 
of those organizations had no proper1 
representation or ohanoe to bo beard. 


Demooratio laboring men understand 


well that the republicans an doing all 
they can to indnoa the laboring men 
and farmers to nominate and rapport a 
third ticket. The republican* have not 
even mllod a wranty convention. It it 
well nndontood that if the propo 
convention of Saturday next suits them 
In ramlto they will either nominate no 
ticket at all or endorse the nominations 
with the view of thereby defeating the 
demooratia ticket. 


Their purpose Is, if possible, to get 


some of their men into tho legislature. 
If they can do that they will put a re- 
publican in place of Senator Voorheev. 
They would then *cdirtrict the state ao 
that they could carry the legislature and 
elect most of the congressmen for the 
next six years, although the domoonte 
might carry tho atato by 5,000 majority. 
Then in two yean they would displace 
Senator Turpfe by a repnblioan. Dem- 
ocratic laboring moo will eeo to It that 
those purposes ore not accomplished, 
because the repnblioan party has noth- 
ing at all in common with the laboring 
and poor people.

W. H. Blodett, a reporter of the In- 


dianapolis News, who was in this city a 
few days ago on his return from a visit 
to the northern Indiana priaon, at 
Michigan City, haa an interesting three 
column article in lost evening's issue of 
his paper, from whioh we take the fol 
lowing: 


A trip through tha state's prison, a 


eight of shaved heads and pale faces, 
and slouchy forms In ill-fitting striped 
clothing, ought to moke a man feel that 
nothing can induce him to break the 
laws of the land, yet in the prison north 
aro criminals who have furred term aft- 
er term. The priejners work on the 
contract system. Tho shoes they make 
are by contract— and, by the way, here 
ie the only shoe shop where a leather 
sole is put on a rubber boot success- 


fully; the oliaira are H well made OB Buy 
ui the country; good substantial barrels 
are built by convict coopers, and every 
branch of 4lhe woolen business, from 
heeling a Book to making a blanket, is 
done by laborers iu stripes. Tho pris- 
oners have tasks allotted them, and 
when this task is done they are allowed 
pay for overtime and this pay ie their 


own. 
For instance, In the cooper shop 


eleven barrels is a day's work; John 
Underwood, during August, made 610 
for overtime and this lio sent to his 
brother. 
Some of the men allow tho 


prison authorities to keep their extra 
money until they are released; others 
spend it for luxuries, and still others 
send it to outside friends to pay lawyers' 
fees. 


Tho discipline is very strict. 
The 


prisoners are not permitted to converse 
with each other; they cannot leave the 
spot on which they ore working for a 
drink of water or anything else, except 
by permission of tike gnarJ, this per- 
mission being secured by raising the 
hand, as a child attracts Use attention of 
bis teacher in school. Under the law a 
prisoner is allowed "good time," which 
is a reduction of sentence if Le is a good 
prisoner; but if he violates the raV* he 
loses his good time and may be put into 
the "dungeon." There aro no easy chain 
wd sofa lounges in the dungeon. Noth- 
ing but hard stone, and instead of oys- 
ters and Little Keck clams, to be washed 
down with champagne, the prisoner re- 
ceives cold water and hard bread until 
he gives np and is willing to work. The 
most refractory dont stay in tho dun- 
geon very long. Lou Barrett, tho coun- 
terfeiter, sent np for yean by Judge 
Woods, refused to work and was placed 
in the dungeon. He remained in the 
dark hole for some time, when he was 
brought to tills city to testify against 
~~ ehimer. When he was taken book 
he didn't want any moro dungeon and 
gladly went to work. Ho is now a model 
prisoner. The hope of pardon helps to 
keep down a revolt. Not s> prisoner but 
has some friend on the outside who is 
interested in him, and who Is trying to 
secure exeoontive clemency in his be- 
half. Should he revolt or infringe the 
prison rules all hope of pardon is gone, 
and the good time allowed him is lost 
Therefore it is oniy desperate criminals, 
with long terms to serve, who ever make 
an attempt to "beat tho prison," In- 
aide the walls the guards, ushers and at- 
tendants oarry no weapons except heavy 


as. So should the prisoners mako a 


nub and disarm the guards they would 
Moon no deadly weapons, and besides 
it prevents a hotheaded guard from in- 
juring a convict when a milder punish- 
ment will serve the purpose. Chicago 
is the Mecca toward which all "esapn" 
make their way. and the police of that 
city g*oerally pick Uwm up. Then has 
not been an empe lor a long time—the 
la*on«befog tbe desperate attempt of 
Charles Havens and Frank Whiting, two 
deqperadooBBentnp from this city in 
1885 on n fourteen yevrs* sentence for 
awault and battery with intent to kill. 


The convicts are not allowed to talk 


with eaeb. other, yet they havo a lan- 


ge of signs so that'thoy can make 


themsclvei understood, and when, the 
goatd is not too near they do sot h«I- 
tate to whisper. The prison authorities 
have never been able to learn this un- 
written alphabet, and have about given 
*p faying. 


"We let then have the daily papers to 


read," said Charley ttnrdook, priwo 
•lerk. "We might as well, bwausethey 
find out everything that is going on, 
anyhow." 


In the dining-room are long table* 


reaching the entire length of the room, 
and each shop bai ite own place. When 
all the prisoners are (Handing atthe ta- 
bles, a signal it given and they seat 
themselves. 
Each prisoner carries * 


knife, fork Jand spoon in tho pocket of 
his blouse, and them aro produced. 
There is a rattle and clatter, and the 
meat begins. 
Qoarda are stationed 


throughout the room, and Chief Deputy 
Warden Donnelly site In a raised box on 
the north side and has a view of the en* 
tire room. So familiar with the men are 
the guards that should ono of them be 
out of his place or act peculiarly he is 
detected at onoe and is carefully watched. 
In the dining-hall the unwritten lan- 
guage it used a great deal, and many a 
message is conveyed to a distant part of 
the room while the guard looks complac- 
ently «&d Innocently on. 
The menu 


consists of bread, meat, vegetables, oof- 
foe, soup, and onoe iu awhiledolieaoia?. 
After dinner lines are' formed, and back 
the men go to their work "on the look 
step." After supper they are taken to 
the cell-houses and locked np. 


The nils aro email narrow holes, with 


whitewashed walls. 
Each is lighted by 


electricity and the prisoner can put out 
hia light at any time, but at 9 o'clock all 
lights must be extinguished. Some of 
the prisoners sit in their cells and read, 
otters sew, write letters, and some who 
are expert with a knife whittle tooth- 
picks and fancy ornaments from beef 
bones whioh they sell to visitors. There 
are others who poco their cells like 
animals in a cage, restless, longing for 
liberty. In the cells, too, tho "unwrit- 
ten language," a sort of a telegraphic 
code of signals is used, oven tho flashing 


cf tho tlcclrio light baring its meaning. 
At y o'clock a gutinl pwetx throagh the 
oeU-hoase uid linda out if each oonviot 
LainhiB coll ami then looks him up. 
There have been iiwtanoes when a 
"dummy" was dtsooTored on the oon- 
vict'u bed and tho oonviat himwlf 
gone. 


The reporter then gireB ehort flketckra 


of a Dtunber of the prisoners, the only 
one noticed from Allen ootuity is Pick 
Webster, conoeming whom ho baa this: 
Another character is Dick Webater, Bent 
up from Fort Wayne In 18C5 for lift. 
An Italian family waa murdered and 
their bodies bnmed. Webster was fbr»- 
mim of the coroner's jury that luYeeli- 
gatedthe crime, and eridenoeiraB ad- 
dnoed tbat oaiued him to be stiBpeoted. 
His arroat followed and after numerous 
legal battle* he escaped the gallows. 
Every gorernor IIM been petitioned to 
release him, but he has been kept in 
prison through tho influence of one 
man — Civil Service 
Gommiarioner 


Edgerton, who was largely instru- 
mental in secrariDg his conviction. 


There are 700 oouricta in the prison 


north at this time, and of the number 
fifiiT-oIghl are "lifers." There are three 
prisoners in solitary oonfinement; one 
baa not spoken for months, another ii 
eo violent tbatTiniton are not allowed 
to see him, and the other is a barmlen 
fellow, contmoally shaking his head and 
mattering to himself. The three are 
insane. 


Many of the men sent to prison can 


not read or write* and If they are good 
prisoners and w desire, they are taught 
the rudiments, and some have even edu- 
cated themselves in the higher branch**., 
and beoome conversant with Greek and 
Latin. Tho night school at present ha* 
fifty Boholan, from twenty-one to fifty 
years of age, who have committed every 
crime in the decalogue. Some of the 
classes do simple sumi in arithmetic, 
others take writing lewont, and all 
Beemprond of their work. It is a per- 
fect school, and when the writer compli- 
mented a tough looking darkey (serving 
fourteen yean for a terrible crime), on 
his neat writing, tbe fellow grinned 
very wide. The others held np their 
slates for inspection, one old murderer 
wearing glasses gleefully remarking, 
that he is able to do sums in long divis- 
ion. Besides its benefit*, the school is 
a relief from the monotony of prison 
life, and it helps to keep oat tbe 
thought* of other days. "We try," 
said Clerk Mnrdoak. "to treat the pri- 
soners like human beings, ud along 
with the punishment tbey have brought, 
upon themselves, we endeavor to gin i 
them Borne of tbe benefits of a state in-; 
Btitntion. If titey aw not benefited U 
is their own faalL"
